wireless operator on the America) 


the most exciting, moment of the three. 


days was after the launching of 
the 


America's lifeboat. The 
Trent 
bore 


down -full'speed upon the -small boat. 
Irwin declares for the moment it look- 
ed as if she would cut her in half. 
The Trent appeared the size of the 
Singer .building and he was prepared 
to jump overboard'and'swim clear of 
the propeller. 
Fortunately. this was

"The Trent passed the lifeboat, dan- 


gerously rocking- her.

rope 
was 


thrown and caught by the men, who; 
however, could . not hold on owing to 
rough seas. The Trent cleared1-of the 
lifeboat, which dropped half a mile 
astern. As the big steamer turned in 
her wake to return to the lifeboat it 
was .seen that, the airship's men had 
shipped two oars and were struggling 


to heep her head to the sea.

street are due to the exposure of sew- 
age. 
The walcr/in the Merrimack river 


,t rlii9 point has he(?n so low for sqv- 
cral days that the sewage which gen- 
erally flows into tho water and is car- 
ried away has been deposited on dry 
land which sent forth an odor which 
was almost unbearable.

THE BABY FARMING INDUSTRY 


The New England states, particularly Massachusetts and New Hamp- 


shire, should be grateful to Miss Mary Boyle O'Reilly on account of the 


:ible manner in which she investigated the evils of baby farming as carried 


on in some o£ Hie New England states!. The evidence which she has col- 


lected proves very conclusively that the laws in regard to this mutter are 


particularly vague and inadequate in the stale of New Hampshire. 


In that stale she has found a number of cases in which children were 


,'iJlowed to pine away with ^disease without any proper effort, to sns-o their 
lives. She has secured evidence also which may go far to prove that some 
of the little' waifs were actually neglected with a view to securing insurance 


, on Hiqir lives. 


That particular crime has been stamped out of some of the European 


countries, and has been carefully guarded against 
in 
this, 
although 


occasionally it inny bo practiced lor a time without being detected. 


Wo have no doubt that the revelations which Miss O'Reilly has brought 


to public attention will result, in legislation not only in New Hampshire but 
in other .stales to prevent any-abuse of this kind in the future. 


Wherever Miss O'Reilly went, in Die course of her investigation she 


met with the, most, cordial cooperation of the authorities,-somo o.£ whom 
were astonished to find the abuses anil even cruelties that flourished under 
various "disguises without being suspected of wrong-doing. 


In all probability her crusade will result in the enactment of more 


stringent, laws in several stales; for the regulation of baby farms, children's 
homes-and children's boarding houses. 


RADICAL 
REFORMS IN 
ENGLAND 


There is a. great deal expected nf Ihc conference committee now in 


session for Hie purpose of bringing about, an agreement between the house 
•of lords and 1 lie house of commons in England. The question of reforming 
the house of lords is the main issue before the democracy of England. 
There is a plroag pulilic'senlimont against the idea of allowing a hereditary 
body to nullify Ilic measures passed by ihe representalives of the people. 
In fact the. time lias come when the British democracy will not tolerate it 
any longer. 


The king is exercising his influence in favor of a compromise and 


various schemes have been proposed for ihat purpose. The liberal leaders 
insist upon some reform ihat will be effeelive in curtailing the powers of 
the lords so thai I hey can no longer obstruct popular legislation. 


In all probability Ihe si-home lhal will he adopted is one under which 


a measure passed Ihvoc successive limes in as many different sessions of 
the house of commons will become law without tho concurrence, of (he 
upper house. 
/ 


That will probably be Ihe mosl elTiv.livc way although a somewhat 


•tedious one to overcome (he obstruction of Ihe upper house. 


II is 1'iiiilo probable, also, that the hereditary feature of Ihc upper bouse 


will be eliminated so thai no peer will sit. and vole in the house of lords in 
urtue of the fi.c.l that as (lie oldest son of his father he inherits a peerage. 


Hut it is reported on what, seems lo be good authority that, a still more 


radical reform is lo result from this conference. 
It is proposed that not 


only Ireland, but: England, Scotland and Wales will each have parliaments 
of tlic-ir own. 
x 


This change would greatly simplify and improve llio government of The 


various parlsvof (he empire, and give Ihc people the privilege and power of 
legislating for themselves in all local affairs. 


It- would place the monarchy in the same relation to tlie different parts 


;i'f (he empire as the federal government stands in (his republic. 
In all 


probability the momirchical power would mil be nearly so broad as Ihe 
;fedcral power in Ihe I'niti-d Stairs. The king of England would not exer- 
cise half U:e executive authority thai is now excrciccd by the president of 
;lhc United Stales. 
As a matter of fad he docs not 'exercise as much 


authority at the present lime. 


With this change it would svcn, (hat the people of England would have 


•a i'(..vermncii( poss.'.-.sing praclinilly all (he advantages of „ republic, and 


fn-o from many of its worst features such as the IVe(|Ucnt elections anil 
Ihc ililllcnlty of giving effect to (he will of thu people.

THE POOIT INDIA! 


Rev. Mr. Kenngott De- 


scribes Him 


Rev. George F. Kenngott gave tho 


first in a series of six illustrated lec- 
tures at the First-Trinitarian church 
last evening, his subject being "My 
Friend, the Indian," and he traced the 
red man from New Ynrk state to the 
great northwest, illustrating his talk 
by a fine collection of pictures. 


Mr. Kenngott stated that he found 


the saddest conditions existing In Nuw 
York state, due to the Indian's anoma- 
lous position. The six tribes are gov- 
erned by an Indian council, which is 
pagan in principle, and which liullcvcs 
in keeping the reservation Intact. They 
arc not under the laws ol: thu state, 
except in criminal matters, and they 
cannot become citizens without sacri- 
ficing' their .birthright and withdraw- 
ing fronr the reservation. While somo' 
of the boys go to Indian schools, when 
they return home there i.s -nothing for 
them to doTtind they relapse into their 
former condition. 


Mr. Kenngott showed thc.'-Winneba- 


gos and the Omulms, as they used to 
live and as they live now, demonstrat- 
ing the work done by the schools. 'He 
finds that the great Heed, in the west, 
is for a chain of hospitals, where sick 
Indians can bo, properly cared for. 


The once warlike Sioux was shown 


in his uncivilized^ condition, and as ho 
appears after IJeing 
educated 
and 


Christianiezd. Strange to say, tht In- 
dians who were the fiercest lighters 
of the /white, mon, appear to assimilate 
more readily than thu less warlike 
tribes thi-. white man's education. 
At 


least, this is the impression given by 
the pictures.

ENGLISH A. A. A. SHAPING THE 


PROGRAM 


Tho general committee of the Eng- 


lish Amateur Athletic association held 
a meeting recently and among other 
Business the. program of the Olympic 
games for 1912 came up for treatment. 
From what transpired 
it is evident 
that the Englishmen are having nearly 
their own way In shaping the list of 
contests, although the ambidexterous 
conditions with regard to the javelin 
discus and shot have been included. 
The hammer will not be thrown ac- 
cording to the ambidexterous rule. 
In 
the original draft of the program the 
standing high 
and standing broad 


lumps were not included, but they are 
In the new plan of the program drawn 
up by the Englishmen. 


Some of the track events seer, on 
the London program two years ago 
have been omitted and soms new ones 
put on instead. 
Those left off are 


the 200 meters flat and the 400 meters 
hurdles, and a new one Is a five rnlle 
cross-country race. The discus will bo 
thrown three ways, that is fr-e style 
with one hand and the free style with 
the right and loft hands, und from the 
pedestal "as at Athens" one way. The 
javelin will be thrown two ways,.that 
is with one hand and with the right 
and left hands, but in both these con- 
tests the javelin will have to be grasped 
in the middle. There will be two all 
around contests. One will be the same 
as at Athens in 1906 and made up of 
five events and the ather one will in- 
clude ten events.

THE BABY FARMING INDUSTRY 


The New England states, particularly Massachusetts and New Hamp- 


shire, should be grateful to Miss Mary Boyle O'Reilly on account of the 


nble manner in which she investigated the evils of baby farming as carried 


on in some of the New England states. Tho evidence which she has col- 


lected proves very conclusively that the laws in regard to this matter are 


particularly vague and inadequate in the state of New Hampshire. 


In.that state she has found a number of cases in which children were 


allowed to pine away with disease without any proper effort to save their 
lives. She has secured evidence also which may go far to prove that some 
.of the little waifs were actually neglected with a view to securing insurance 
on their lives. 


Thnt particular critnl has been stamped out of some of the European 


countries, arid has been carefully guarded against 
in 
this, 
although 


occasionally it may. be practiced for a time without being detected. . 


. We have no doubt that the revelations which Mass O'Reilly hus brought 


to public attention will result in legislation not only in New Hampshire hut 
in other states to prevent any abuse of this kind in tho future. 


Wherever Miss O'Reilly went in the course of her investigation she 


met with the most cordial cooperation of the authorilies, some of whom 
were astonished to find tho abuses and even cruelties that flourished under 
Various disguises without being suspected of wrong-doing. 


In all probability her crusade will result 'in the enactment of more 


stringent laws in several states for the regulation of baby farms, children's 
homes mid children's boarding houses.

REFORMS 
IN 
ENGLAND 


There is a great deal expected of the conference committee noiv in 


session for the purpose of bringing about an agreement between the house 
of'lords and the house of commons in England. The question of reforming 
the house of lords is the main issue before the democracy of England. 
There is a strong public sentiment against the idon of allowing a hereditary 
body to nullify the measures passed by .the representatives of the people. 
In fact the time hns come when the British democracy will not tolerate it 
any longer! 


The king is exercising his influence in favor of a compromise and 


various schemes have been proposed for ihat purpose. The liberal leaders 
insist upon some reform (lint will be effective in curtailing (he powers of 
the lords so (hat they can no longer obstruct popular legislation. 


In all probability the scheme Hint will be adopted is one under which 


n measure passed three successive times in us many different sessions of 
(he house of commons will become law without (he concurrence of the 
upper house. 


That will probably he the most effective way although a somewhat 


tedious one to overcome (he obstruction of the upper house. 
* 


It is quiie probable, also, that (he hereditary feature of the upper house 


will be eliminated so that no peer will sit and vole in (he house of lords in 
virtue of the fact that as (lie oldest son of his father he inherits a peerage.

only Ireland, but England, Scotland and Wales will enc.li have parliaments 
of (heir own.

of the empire as the federal government stands in this republic.

They 
are not under the laws of the state, 
except inr criminal matters, and they 
cannot become citizens without sacri- 
ficing their birthright and withdraw- 
ing from thn reservation. 
While some 


of the boys go to Indian schools, when 
they return home there Is nothing for 
them to do, and they relapse into their 
former condition. 


Mr. Kenngott showed the Winneba- 


gos and the Omahas, as they used to 
live and as they live now, demonstrat- 
ing the work done by the schools. Mo 
finds that the great need, in (.he west, 
is for a chain of hospitals, where sick 
Indians can be properly cared for. 


The once warlike Sioux was shown 


in his uncivilized condition, a"nd as he 
appears after being 
educated 
and 


Chrlstlaniezd. Strange to say, the In- 
dians who were the fiercest fighters 
of the white men, appear to assimilate 
more readily than the. , less warlike 
tribes the white man's education. 
At 


least, this is the impression given by 
the pictures. 


Mr. Kenngott also showed a series 


of beautifully colored pictures of nat- 
ural scenery, especially that

Rescue From Airship America 


•NEW YORK, Oct 10.—Shortly after 


9 o'clock the steamer Trent came, to 
anchor below Eandy Hook because of 
the dense fog. 


A wireless message 
was 
received 


this 
morning 
through 
the United 


Wireless system from the operator on 
the Trent giving further details of the 
rescue of the America's crew at sea. 
The message follows: 
"Steamer Trent. 6 a. m.,. 56 
miles 


southeast of Sandy Hook. The crew 
of the-America, after resting all night, 
arc feeling- none the'worse, for their 
thrilling: experience. From what I can 
fathom in conversation 
with 
Irwin 


(the wireless operator on the America) 
the most exciting moment of the three 
days was after the launching of 
the 
America's lifeboat. The 
Trent 
born 


down full speed upon the small boat. 
Irwin declares for the moment it look- 
ed as if she would cut her in half 
The Trent appeared the size of the 
Singer building and he was prepared 
to jump, overboard and swim clear of 
the. propeller, 
unnecessary. 
Fortunately

"The Trent passed the lifeboat, dan- 


gerously rocking her. A rope 
was 


• thrown aiid caught by. the men", who, 


however, could not hold on owing to 
rough seas. The Trent cleared, of the 
lifeboat, which dropped half a mile 


. astern. As the big steamer turned In 
/ h e r wake to return to the lifeboat it 


was seen that the airship's men had 
shipped two oars and were struggling 
to kflep her head to the sea. We were 
now 'alongside the craft. Again lines 


~ were thrown but were dragged from 
the airship's men's hands. In hanging 
to the rope Mr. Wellman's little finger 
was cut. Again the monoeuvro . was 
repeated, this time with success. Loud, 
Simon and 
Irwin were straining on 


two oars. The small boat was placed 
'close enough to seize and make fast 
to the Trent. Two ropes were thrown 


. from the steamer Trent. The 
crew 


of the America, climbed up the rope 
ladder and each was gladly cheered as 
he was helped over the rail. So end- 
ed the most thrilling and most daring 


feat In the annals of the sea.

carried the America clear off her course. 
Night came and the •eqnilibra'.or jerk- 
ed and bumped over the waves, threat- 
ening the America-with constant de- 
struction. : The crew were calm but 
sr.eatly- exhausted and one after the 
other went to sleep expecting to wake 
up in the sea. Every effort was cen- 
tered on keeping the America afloat 
and gasolene 
was • tossed overboard.

away the lifeboat. 
Wellman told the Trent's passengers

OLYMPIC GAMES 


ENGLISH A, A. A. SHAPING THE 


PROORAM 


Tho general committee of the Eng- 
lish Amateur Athletic association held 
a meeting recently and among other 
business the program of thp Olympic 
games for 1912 came up for treatment. 
From .what transpired it, is evident 
that the Englishmen arc having nearly 
their own way In shaping the list of.

.allowed to.pine away with disease without any proper effort.to save their 
lives. She-has'secured evidence also'which may go far to prove that some 


Of the little waifs were actually neglected with a view to securing insurance 
on thoir lives.

That particular crime has been stamped out of some of tho European 


•countries,^ and has been carefully guarded against in this, 
although 


occasionally it may be practiced for a time without b.eing. detected. 


We have no doubt .thai the revelations which Miss O'Reilly has brought 


to public attention will result in legislation not only in .New Hampshire but 
in other states to prevent any abuse of this kind in the future. 


Wherever Miss O'Reilly went in the course of her investigation she 


met with the.most cordial cooperation of the authorities, some of whom 
were astonished to find the abuses and_even cruelties that flourished under 
Various disguises without being suspected of wrong-doing. 


In all probability her crusade will result in the enactment of more 


stringent laws in several states for the regulation of baby farms, children's 
homes and children's boarding houses.

RADICAL REFORMS IN ENGLAND 


. 
There is a groat deal expected of the conference committee now in 


; session .for the purpose of bringing about an agreement between the house 
of lords and the house of commons in England. The question of reforming 
the house of lords is the main issue before the democracy of England. 
There is a strong public sentiment against the idea of allowing a hereditary 
body to nullify tho measures passed by the representatives of tho people. 
In fact, the time has come when the British democracy will not tolerate it 
any longer. 


The king is exercising his influence in fnvor of a compromise and 


various schemes have been proposed for that purpose. The liberal leaders 
insist upon some reform that will he effective in curtailing the powers of 
the lords so that they can no longer obstruct popular legislation. 


In all probability the scheme'that will he adopted is one under which 


a. measure passed three successive times in as many different sessions of 
the house of commons will become law without the concurrence of tho 
upper house. 


That will probably be the most effective way although a somewhat 


tedious one to overcome the obstruction of the upper house. 


It is quite probable, also, that (he hereditary feature of the upper house 


will he eliminated so (hat no peer will sit and vote in the house of lords in 
virtue of the fact that as the oldest son of his father he inherits a peerage. 


But it is reported on what seems to be good authority that a still more 


radical reform is to result from this conference. It is proposed that not 
only Ireland, but England, Scotland and Wales will each have parliaments 
of their own. 


This change would greatly simplify and improve the government of the 


various parts of the empire, and give the people the privilege and power o£ 
legislating for themselves in till local affairs. 


It would place the monarchy in the same relation to the different parts 


of the empire ns tho federal government stands in this republic. 
In all 


probability tho monarchical power would not bo nearly so broad as the 
federal power in the United Stnlcs. The king of England would not exer- 
cise half the executive authority that, is now exercised by tho president of 
the Unitod States. 
As a mutter of fact, ho docs not exorr-ino as much 


niithorily at the present time,

a government poBHcssiri/i; priu-licnllv nil tho ndvnntagcH of % republic, nnd 
free from many of j|K worst fM1 lures mteh ns tho frcnucut 'elections nnd 
Uw difficulty of giving effect to (bo .will of tho people.

George F. Kenngott gave the 
first.'in a scries of six illustrated lec- 
tures at tho First Trinitarian: church, 
inst'evening, his subject being • "My 
Friend; the Indian," and he traced the 
red man from. .New York state to the 
great northwest, illustrating his talk 
by a line collection of pictures. 


Mr. Kenngott-stated that' he found 


the. saddest conditions existing in New 
York state, due to the lndlan'8 anoma- 
lous position. The six tribes are gov- 
erned by an Indian council, which is 
pagan in principle, and which believes 
in keeping tho reservation intact. They 
are not under the laws of the state, 
except in criminal matters, and they 
cannot become citizens without sacri- 
ficing, their birthright and withdraw- 
ing from the reservation. While some 
of .tho boys go to Indian schools, when 
they return .home there is nothing for 
them to do, and they relapse into their 
former condition."' 


Mr. Kenngott showed the Winneba- 


gos arid the Omahas, as they used to 
live and as they live now, demonstrat- 
ing tho work done,by tho schools. lie 
iinds that the great need, in the west, 
is. for a chain of hospitals, where sick 
Indians can be properly cared for. 


The once warlike Sioux was shown 


in his uncivilized condition, and.as he 
appears after being 
educated 
and 


Christianiezd. Strange to say, the In- 
dians . who were the fiercest fighters 
of the white men, appfear to assimilate 
more readily than - the less warlike 
tribes the white man's education. 
At 


least, this is. the impression given by 
the pictures. 


Mr. Kenngott also showed a series 


of beautifully colored pictures of nat- 
ural scenery, especially. that 
o£ the 


mountain region of Montana.
